The verdict has been handed down: Unidentified flying 
objects (UFOs) are figments of the imagination. And the sentence has 
been pronounced: UFOs are henceforth. banned from the land--nay, from the 
world--and no serious attention should be given them in the future. 

The jury: the United States Air Force-supported UFO Study Committee 
.at the University of Colorado--"foremanned" by Prof. E. U. Condon--~ 
which submitted its report early in 1969 after two. years. of study, 
punctuated. by- controversy and-dissension within the..committee, and nigh 
lighted by the firing of two of the jury members, 

; The judge: Secretary of the Air Force Robert C. Seamans Ire, who, in 
passing a belated sentence in December, 1969, terminated the 22- ~ysar- 
old Air Force stewardship of the UFO problem. The action closdd ths 
door to anyone who would like to report a "UFO. exper tence’: to an ‘of fi- 

cial American agency. 

_ There are some: governments, however, which still have offices to- whine! 
_UFO reports can be made: Argentina, Australia, Britain, Canada, one) 
Greece, New Zealand, and Sweden. But none of them have. mounted a sere 
ious investigation of the subject. Most have looked to the U. S, hax 
. Force with its far-flung capabilities to do the job for thsm.. Now thes: 
' countries must decide whether to assume a greater. responsibility towari 
UFO reports, 

"Enforcing" the UFO ban may. prove to be difficult. For , despite the 
“pronouncements of the Condon Committee, accounts. of: strange Sightings 
by pilots, police officers, control-tower Sper gh orss and others holding 
positions of responsibility have continued, 

Devious routes 

But it has been much harder for the public to learn of them. Such 
reports now find their way, by devious routes, to earnest. investigators 
and collectors of UFO: reports or ‘to UFO investigative nee eatlone. in 
various parts of the world. 

‘In the United.States there are two major such organizations: Aerial 
Phenomena Research Organization (APRO), Tucson, Ariz., and National in- 
vestigations Committe for Aeriz1. Phenomena. (NICAP), Washington, D. C.-- 
which despite its name and location, is a private civilian organization. 
In. addition, there are many smaller ones, 

The general public finds little on UFOs in the pages of the. large. 
city. dailies » which appear to have accepted the verdict of the UFO jury. 
More to the point, however, is that UFOs no longer constitute "news." 
There is indeed little new or different about a. UFO sighting today and 
one 10 years ago. Occasionally, when there is -a different: twist to a 
_ UFO story--as when a cleverly contrived hoax manages to fool a numer of

UFO's have always been reported much more frequently in rural areas. 
than in densely populeted areas. The individual in a small town repors: 
ing a UFO sighting is often a sespected member of the community whose rc 
port would not likely be motivated vy a desire for publicity or gain. 
He may, well be a personal acquaintance of the local editors: He may. 

_ have. children in school, perhaps agtends the seme church, ‘likes to. 
watch the same TV-programs, discharges his daily responsibilities hon- 
orably,: and has no record of dishonest or mental unbalance. Such @ per- 
son would have nothing to gain but ridicule in making known his exper~ 
dence. ~ -° —. tee 
In short, it is harder to congeive, by the people who. know them, that ~ 
such individuals collectively "went off their trolley" than it is to 
conceive that they had some sort of a very unusual’ experience, 

It is the contention of Dr. Condon and evidently the Secretary of 
the Air Force that, in effect, such "unusual experiences” exist only in 
the mind of the beholder. It becomes more difficult to defend this view- 
point when one must speak of several people who say they witnessed the ~. 
-Same event. -~ 
Strange behavior - ; a eae 

For instance, to accuse several people of mental unbalance when they 
all say they saw a very bright light approach, stop dead a few hundred 
.féet away; hover soundlessly a few feet off the ground, and efter e-iew 
minutes take off with incredible speed from a standing start is scarce2- 
ly a scientific approach. Especially when the phenomenon was reported 
to have produced various types of electrical interference-~dimming car 
lights, killing a car engine, static on the redio, etc. | Bie epee 

‘When, under such circumstances, solid citizens, holding responsible 
positions as teachers, pilots, police officers, etc. are told that they 
merely misidentified the planet Venus or.a hot-air balloon, they fre- 
quently feel that they have received cavalier treatment by official 
investigators, — te a . ee =. 

It is quite true that. a UFO report often violates established laws. of 
physics. A craft possessing any considerabie mass simply cannot, beca: 
of its inertia, accelerate to - very high speeds in a'matter of seconts 
without the. application of. unheard-of power and the production of grea. 
noise. .- on eo Tee te ee ae ee en ro 
Delusion hypothesis... Fn eae 
_ .Investigators are faced, then, with at least three alternatives: (1) 
The ‘witnesses suffered a major delusion; (2) an actual craft was pre-~ 
“sent, but answering toa higher order of physical laws than ere known 
to our physical scientists; (3) no.material object was present, but 
there was something there that gave all the impressions of being physi-— 
cally real and that could effect peoplé, animals, and inanimate objects, 

‘The first and third are not equivalent because a delusion doesn't 
scare horses, cettle, and dogs, nor does it stop cars or interfere with 
radios and television sets. 

Physical scientists reject the second alternative outright, conven- 
iently forgetting that’ less-thah a hundred years ago they would also have 
ruled out categorically the possibility of nuclear energy, television,

The third, since it suggests the para- speenet and is thus akin to 
poltergeists, ESP, and the whole world of the occult, is likewise sum- 
marily ruled out by physical scientists. 

They have settled, then; on the delusion hypothesis. Such a hypo- 
thesis is buttressed by UFO "statistics," which indicate that a majoritv; 
of UFO reports are indeed easily explainable as misperceptions by the 
untutored. 

But these UFO statistics are not all that convincing. “A quarter of 
the cases examined by the Condon committee remained unsolved, as did 
more than 3,000 of the Air Force's 12,000 cases. Over and above the 
700 out-and-out admittedly "unidentified": cases, there were some 2,500 
other cases for which only tentative and tenuous explanations: were 

iven. 

7 No verification wes possible for these, because the small staff of 
-Blue Book (generally three people) was unable to initiate the follow- 
up investigations necessary for such verification. The Condon group 
spent a half million dollers and only field-investigated about 60 UFO 

reports. With 12,000 cases, Project Blue Book couid at best assign 
probable or possible identifications to most cases, the qualifications 
"probable" or "possible" being a dropped when ‘year- “end : 
statistics were compiled.

It is perhaps of more. than passing interest that 20 years after 
the Air. Force. began its investigations, and just three years before: 
their termination, the three years: 1965- -67 produced more UFO. cases ‘than 
any. three successive previous years. 

Still, over 22 years, 12,000 reported UFOs seems a small number. Why 
weren't there more? “There seems to. -be an allied phenomenon present, tha? 
of the "latent report." In 1965 the-Gallup. poll reported that five. 
million’ Americans had seen a "UFO." That means that some 4,988,000 re- 
ports possibly weren't: mede to the Air Force! It is. entirely likely ~ 
that there exists in this country, and > perhaps. éround the world, a sig- 
nificant "reservoir" of unreported sightings, or "latent reports." Thia 
is supported by the Tong experience of the writer at ale interrogation or 
UFO witnesses.
